He likewiſe quarrels with theſe Words , Sie 
Regtro'; and in that I cell him as 1 expreſs it, 
it is conſtantly taken in Philofophy ; that is 
I reply thus. His Inſtance from Dr. Willis can 
in no wiſe reſcue him from the falſe Experiment 
he impoſed upon the World, ſince the DoRor 
never aſſerted ſuch a Paradox, and would have 
ſcorned to impoſe fuch a Falſiry upon us. 
The Matter of Fa&4 ſtill ſtands Evidence a- 
gainſt him : The DoAar's Notions of Fewers are 
grounded upon his Principles of Fermentation, 
which is quite contrary to what 1 have aſſer- 
red : Fcr I have made it highly probable that 
Fevers and inflammatory Diſtempers are not 
cauſed by Fermentations, but by Saline Par- 
ricles coagulating the Serum or Lympha of the 
Blood ; bur, Poor Man, to ſerve a tyrn, 
how miſerably can he mangle that Anthor ? 
and when he finds himfelt at a Pinch then, 
like a moſt barbarous Tarter , defaces and ruins 
the ſpacious Plains he was foraging in, and 
ſtraight removes co a remoter Clime : Whence 
it is evident my Notions of Fevers and In- 
flammatory Dilcaſes could not, as he alledges, 
be-borrowed from Dr. Willis : Wherefore to 
fatisfie his Curiofity, I will allow him, Dr.

that we cannot only have a lively Figure 
of the parts of a ſolid Body , but even the 
Figuce of che Particles in Liquids ? Is it 
poſlible then there ſhould be ſuch Glands 
as Mr. Bolton contenils for , (viz.) Veſſels 
impleced with a Juice from the Arteries 
'and Nerves ?. Can we by theſe Glaſſes dif- 
cover the Globules of the 'Blood? the Forms 
of Plants in their Seeds? Animalcules, and 
each Particle of a Liquid, and not diſcern 
the Veſſel that contains the Liquor ?
